That  the  present  situation  of  the  me- 
chiiincs  and  ni  .nufactui ers  of  the  U. 
States  is  pectiliui'ly  interesting  to  the 
pe  i|jle  generally,  and  well  deserves 
the  attention  of  congress.  In  all  the 
acts  and  deliberations  of  yoty  honorable 
body,  it  apperrs  to  your  niciT>orialisls, 
that  a prcdeliotion  for  the  interests 
of  ceinmetce  has  always  been  discov- 
erable. ; whilst  little  has  been  done  in 
favor  of  the  internal  industry  of  the 
country.  Your  revenue  system,  it 
must  be  confessed,  Lus  afforded  itooiue 
partial  protection  ; but,  that  system  ap- 
pt.irs  to  have  been  calculated  oft ' y for 
the  pttrposes  of  revenue  ; and,  as  p«'w- 
ei  'nllv  as  it  tright  be  made  to  enenur- 
age  iloniestic  manufactures  ; no  act 
seems  to  have  aeen  adopted  willi  that 
view — On  the  contrary,  comnieree  has 
met  V.  itii  )our  extlusi.e  protection  and 
support.  To  piove  this,  let  us  refer 
to  the  immense  .sums  which  have  been 
expended  in  the  fortification  of  the  sea 
ports  ; to  the  establishment  of  a navy  ; 
to  the  expenditures  occasioned  by  our 
iiiiercoursc  with  foreign  nations  ; to 
the  duties  which  have  been  laid  on  fo- 
reign tonnage  ; to  the  bounties  which 
protect  the  fisheries  ; to  the  credits 
given  to  merchants  at  our  custom’  hou- 
ses ; and  in  fine,  to  the  many  sacrifices 
wliich  have  been  made  to  commerce. 
We  do  not  however  condemn  that  poli- 
ce wliich  gives  bounties  and  protection 
to  tbe  merchant  ; nor,  though  local  in 
its  operation,  to  the  support  wliich  is 
afT'iriled  to  the  fishermen.  We  feel 
upon  those  subjects  as  Americans 
should  do.  Remote  as  we  are  situated 
from  tile  seats  of  commerce,  we  do  not 
repine  at  those  regulations  w hich  are 
made  for  its  benefit  ; and  are  content 
when  any  species  of  enlerpvize  and  in- 
dustry is  encouraged  by  llie  govern- 
ment. For  we  know  well,  that  the  U. 
S.  enmpose  an  extensive  nation  ; that 

0. 1r  citizens  are  scattered  over  an  im- 
mense country,  having  variolas  soils 
and  climates,  with  as  various  puisui's 
adapted  thereto  ; and  that  a government 
loinniig  l.'ws  for  this  population,  n.ust 
cons’  It  the  wants  and  nccess’idics  of 
e "ii.  tnrl  bv  attending  to  paitiuil  rs, 

} o 'loie  liie  'getic'al  tro'id  of  llie  whole. 
We  complain  only  because  'be  p>’i  tec- 
ti  111  and  cncouragctiietit  of  iudus'rv  is 
Hot  made  univeisal,  and  extended  to 
e eiy  pursuit  which  is  known  in  out 
Country.  If  it  be  just  in  a republic 
established  for  the  common  good,  to' 
give  to  any  one  ptirsuit,  bounties,  en- 
couragement  and  protection,  we  hold 
it  as  an  undeniable  tnitb,  that  all  other 
pursuits  ate  ctiitally  entitled  to  them. 

Thai  the  industry  of  t'.ic  mechanics 
and  manufacturers  should  likewise  be 
pcoiected,  appears  from  other  and  pow- 
erful considerations. 

'I'l'.e  rapid  accumulation  of  wealth 
which  tbe  U.  S.  have  made  since  the 
wars  of  the  French  rt  volution,  w as  oc- 
c isioned  by  an  u/.Ttuiuiat  extension  of 
c.jiii iiicree,  and  an  u)i;.a<'ur«/ demand 
for  tile  prodiit  lions  rf  our  agriculture. 
'J'he  I.ibor  tliere  witlidrawii  from  agri- 
ci'ltuic,  t'lc  rav  ages  of  con'eiiding  ar- 
t’lics,  and  tbe  destruction  of  the  com- 
II  ci  cial  navj  of  conllnciital  F.urope  ; — 
c.ealed  a demand  foi  our  produce  and 
g .ve  bii’.di  employ  mtiil  to  our  shipping 
and  such  encouragement  to  our  mer- 
c bants-  as  to  ociMsion  tiial  rapid  accu- 
I:' ilati'in  of  wealth  and  those  inienial 
i .,)Vovenients,  which  have  even  asion- 
iiiie.’  ourselves  and  been  the  wonder ot 
the  world.  Upon  the  conanuance  of 
this  state  ol  things,  we  ave  not  to 
depend. — \n  eternal  war  in  F.urope 

1. ' not  to  be  expected — the  state  is  Uii- 
natural  ; and  experience  rshews,  uiai 
one  party  must  give  way  when  its  rc- 
soui'ccs  are  exhausted,  or,  it  is  hum- 
bled by  the  victories  of  its  enemy. — 
When  this  iteriod  arrives,  what  has 
liorciofoi  e oeen  the  life  of  our  iiidin- 
try,  will  no  longer  animate  it,  and  wc 
shall  be  <;ouipell,ed  to  look  lo  other  re- 
sources, to  preserve  the  wealth  wiiicli 
wc  have  acquired.  Hut  how  can  it  be 
p.  eserved  it  wc  do  not  ch.mge  our  sys- 
tem, and  congress  docs  not  give  ano- 
ther direction  to  the  indusliy  of  the 
country  ? 'Vhere  sinll  we  find  a mar- 
ket fur  the  produclioss  of  our  soil  ? — 
And  where  will  our  shipping  find  em- 
piovnii’til  ? 

brief  view  of  tbe  history  of  oi.r 
ommerce.  we  conceive  will  ph.ce  ibis 
s'lject  ina  proper  point  of  view. 

t-roi'C  our  revolutionary  war,  onr 
ria'’k.^j,vei  e in  the  dominioiis  oi  Great 
Britain,  and  such  ot  the  colonies  of 
F.uropen  iv.acrs  as  wc  could  obtain 
lid  iiit’Fi'.o  ii  to  by  sniiigirling.  After 
the  pe.ce  of  ’83  we  lost  the  regular 
market  of  the  former  ; and  the  latter 
bring  f ecai'ious  in  its  nature,  was  of 
little  luoineiit.  Such  were  the  coloni- 
al and  coiuniercialsystems  of  F.urope  as 
noi  to  nermit  the  introduction  into  theii 
dominions,  of  articles  which  they  could 


produce  thcnibclvcs  unless  in  seasons  of 
scarcity  ; So  that  during  the  period  of 
time  which  elapsed  between  the  ac- 
knowledgment of  our  independence 
and  the  commencement  of  the  F’rench 
revolution,  all  of  tyir  citizens  who  de- 
pj; Tided  upon  foreign  commerce,  were 
oiien  reduced  to  great  distress.  The 
iiportation  of  foreign  commodities, 
di'ained  us  of  our  treasures  ; .Tiid  our 
other  .^i.nui  ce  did  not  bring  us  back 
a con ’.’^mdeni  proportion  of  the  pre- 
cious metals.  vlrve  we  discovered 
that  there  txists  in  the.  breast  of  the 
rulers  of  Europe  any  disposition  lo  a- 
l.aadon  up.)ji  the  rciuni  of  peace  their 
systems  of  co'iiiiicjce  ? Even  during 
the  wars,  which  have  raged  for  a few 
years  past,  they  have  renewed  their 
prohibitions  whenever  they  could  do 
without  us.  In  times  of  peace,  the 
powers  of  Europe  can  supply  them- 
selves and  tlicir  colonies,  with  all  the 
provisions  which  tliey  may  have  occa- 
sion for.  Their  colonics  can  rival  us 
in  tobacco,  and  in  all  the  raw  materi- 
als which  they  want  for  manufactures. 
Ill  their  ports  we  are  thcrefoie  to 
expect  a permanent  market  fora  small 
part  of  our  prod«ctions  only,  and  but 
an  uncertain  and  temporary  one  for  the 
bulk  of  them.  Asia  and  Africa  want 
nothing  from  us.  We  hazard  nothing 
then,  when  we  assert,  that  after  the 
wars  of  Europe  are  over,  foreign  mar- 
kets will  not  be  found  for  our  surplus 
produce,  and  that  we  shall  be  compel- 
led to  look  at  home  for  the  reward  of 
our  labor.  Another  fact  perhaps  ought 
ntit  to  pass  unnoticed  ; Our  country  is 
rapidly  encreasing  in  population — and 
its  surplus  produce  for  exportation 
must  increase  in  an  equal  ratio.  Not 
so  the  demand  of  foreign  maikets. 
All  those  circumstances,  combine  in  the 
opinion  of  your  memorialists,  to  shew 
the  policy  of  directing  the  industry  of 
our  citizens  into  such  channels  as  will 
not  be  affected  by  the  edicts,  regulations 
and  wars  of  Europe  ; and  to  prepare  in 
time  for  that  change  in  business,  which 
must  take  place  (and  to  the  general  dis- 
tress of  the  country)  when  a peace 
there  will  put  an  end  to  our  carrying 
trade  and  destroy  the  markets  for  our 
produce. 

A change  like  this  in  the  direction 
of  capital  and  I.ibor  (it  moreover  ap- 
pears to  your  nicniorialists)  will  have 
a beneficial  effect  upon  our  foreign  re- 
lations. If  our  most  iinportaiu  market 
be  at  home,  so  large  a projiortion  of 
our  property  will  not  be  subjected  to 
the  rlcprrdatir  ns  of  the  pirates  of  the 
ocean — and  the  people,  less  embarras- 
“e.l  by  tlic  interruptions  of  commerce, 
wi.l  n ore  readily  unite  in  measures  cal- 
cu\a!ed  to  vindicate  the  honor,  assert 
ibf  rights  of  the  nation.  To  prove  tbi-;, 
let  us  ap'peal  to  facts— the  most  re- 
cent, and  of  course,  the  most  convin- 
cing have  happened  within  a few  years. 
The  edicts  of  F'rance  and  F'.ngland, 
which  produced  the  embargo,  occa- 
sioned also,  the  interruption  of  that 
coiiinierce,  upon  which  much  labor  de- 
pended for  employment,  the  merchant 
lo'-  his  profits  and  llie  f.irnier  for  the 
sale  of  his  productions,  borne  capital 
was  idle — many  vessels  were  rotting 
in  our  ports — produce  found  no  market, 
aiid  die  plough  in  some  places  was  a- 
batidoiied.  Patr'iotism  would  prompt 
us  to  sufier  for  our  country. — Hut  the 
sailor  cannot  feed  himself  in  port : the 
farmer  dislikes  to  lose  his  crops — the 
merchu».t  looks  with  impatience  upon 
blasted  prospects  and  ruined  fortunes, 
and  few  will  be  content  to  live  on  pat- 
riotism, whilst  their  families  are  starv- 
ing. Had  our  acting  capital  given  life 
to  domestic  pursuits;  had  it  given  em- 
ployment to  labor  ; liad  our  provisions 
been  consumed,  and  our  raw  materials 
been  fabricated,  by  domestic  artizans — 
ir.stcud  of  the  farmer  being  compelled 
to  look  abroad  in  search  of ’a  market  for 
both — we  should  not  have  felt  so  much 
the  pressure  of  the  embargo,  nor  would 
our  interest  have  warred  with  our 
patriotism.  This  is  the  course  of 
litiman  events  ; and  history  proves, 
that  the  rulers  of  nations  have  always 
been  obliged  to  accommodate  their  dif- 
ferences with  others,  upon  Setter  or 
worse  conditions,  according  as  the  con- 
test bore  heavy  or  not  upon  their  own 
people.  NVeie  the  citizens  of  the  U. 
S.  however,  in  the  situation  alluded  to, 
how  diflerent  would  be  the  attitude 
which  our  government  could  assume  ? 
And  how  much  less  would  foreign  pow- 
ers calculate  upon  exciting  a clamour 
against  it, by  theinterruption  of  ourcom- 
mercc,  orthe  general  stagnation  of  our 
business? 

That  the  interest  of  the  country 
coincides  withthc  political  and  national 
considerations  which  we  have  enume- 
rated in  support  of  domestic  manufac- 
tures, has  been  the  opinion  of  the  most 
enlightened  statesmen  of  whom  Ameri- 
ca cun  boast,  and  moreover  appears 
from  very  obvious  reasons. 

Upon  the  quantum  of  its  labor,  is 
said  to  depend  the  wealth  of  a nation. 
Hut  to  create  wealth,  labor  must  be 
productive — and  those  pursuits  which 
put  most  of  it  into  action,  seem  best  cal- 
culated to  make  it  so.  'I’here  is  no 
mirsuit,  (agriculture  excepted)  wliicli 
has  an  effect  of  this  nature, j^qual  to 
that  of  theVnechanic  and  irfantiLctur- 
er.  Tlie  mainifacturer  works  up  our 
raw  materials, and  eonsunies  our  provis- 
ions. What  he  earns,  is  kept  at  home, 
and  is  almost  im  mediately  circulated  a- 


g.unby  various  channels  through  socie- 
ty. The  merchant  is  by  no  means  so 
useful  a charcler — part  of  his  gains  are 
sent  abroad,  and  paid  away  to  foreign 
ers.  The  mechanic  and  manufacturer, 
likewise  contribute  to  make  the  country 
really  independent  by  furnishing  those 
supplies,  which  we  should  otherwise 
be  dependent  for,  on  foreign  nations. — 
Tbe  nation  which  produces  but  a small 
part  of  what  she  can  consume,  or  grows 
but  few  articles,  we  have  already  seen, 
must  always  be  a dependent  one.  Ker 
wants  cannot  be  regularly  supplied,  and 
her  business  appears  subjected  to  em- 
barrassment. Say,  that  her  pursuit  is 
commerce : when  that  is  interrupted, 
as  for  example,  it  has  been  for  the  last 
16  years  in  Holland  ; and  how  soon  will 
she  become  impoverished  and  distress- 
ed ? Let  her  pursuit  be  exclusively 
agriculture ; and  the  depression  of 
markets  (which  has  often  been  the  case 
with  respect  to  our  provisions,  tobacco 
and  cotton)  will  parali  ze  ^tlie  industry 
and  enlerprize  of  the  nation.  W hi-re- 
as  the  multiplication  and  diversity  ol 
pursuits  wonld  give  a country  resources 
which  others  could  not  deprive  her  of, 
and  the  industry  of  one  part  of  it  would 
cherish,  invigorate  and  support  that  of 
another.  Nor  can  it  be  an  unimportant 
consideration,  tliat  the  increase  of  man- 
ufactures would  lend  to  keep  at  home 
the  precious  metals,  the  principal  and 
the  most  convenient  as  well  as  the  most 
useful  representative  of  wealtli  and  la- 
bour. 

Desirable,  hovvever,asit  may  be  to  en- 
courage manufactures,  it  can  he  done 
effectually  only  by  congress.  The  me- 
chanic and  the  manufacturer  in  the  U. 
S.  has  to  contend  with  obstacles  un- 
known to  the  foreigner.  The  British 
manufacturer,  his  great  competitor,  is 
protected  by  prejudice,  by  the  course 
of  business,  by  the  low  price  ot  labour, 
and  the  skill  of  his  workmen  ; but  above 
all,  by  the  strength  of  his  capital,  and 
the  bounties  and  encouragement  given 
to  him  by  his  government.  And  upon 
almost  all  heavy  articles,  as  to  which 
an  American  has  the  best  opportunity 
of  rivalling  him,  t hone  bounties  and  en- 
couragements  are  more  than  equal  to  the 
freighty  charges  and  insurance  u/ton  the 
manufactured  article,  The  American 
manufacturer  is  at  present  poor  ; he 
has  buildings  toerect,  workmen  to  teach, 
and  powerful  prejudices  to  overcome  : 
His  limited  capital  often  makes  it  ne- 
cessary for  him  lo  force  markets,  whilst 
his  opponent  can  w»l;  for.  or  commatKi 
one  at  pleasure.  Indeed,  it  is  to  be 
feared,  that  the  foreigner  will  purpose- 
ly seek  opportuuiiics  to  depress  mar- 
kets, in  order  to  vcinove  the  Ameiican 
out  of  his  way.  Such  have  often  been 
the  effects  of  the  jealousy  of  trade 
Permit  us  whilst  upon  this  subject  to  re- 
mind your  honourable  body  of  the  cele- 
brated contest  between  the  British  and 
Dutch  with  theiaiperiul  East  India  com- 
pany; where  the  former  by  depressing 
the  prices  of  commodities,  succeeded 
in  annihilating  or  ruining  the  latter, 
supported  as  it  was  by  the  weight  and 
treasures  of  the  emperor  Joseph  : a fate 
which  may  attend  many  establishments 
in  America. 

When  wc  ask  for  adequate  protec- 
tions from  Congress  to  our  own  manu- 
factures. we  are  aware  of  jealousies 
which  will  be  excited  against  us.  ^Vl,y, 
it  will  be  asked,  tax  one  portion  of  the 
people  to  benefit  another  ? We  answer 
for  the  benefit  of  the  whole,  and  to  equal- 
ize the  imposts  wliich  are  laid  to  bupT 
port  government.  Imposts  levied  w ith 
this  view,  is  but  taking  from  one  pocket 
what  is  abundantly  repaid  to  the  other. 
Whatever  gives  life  to  the  domestic 
industry  of  the  countijj,  benefits  every 
man  in  it.  Whatever  sums  are  paid  to 
keep  our  resources  at  home  is  not  lost. 
As  in  the  human  frame,  it  is  like  the 
veins  returning  blood  to  the  heart, 
whereby  the  whole  system  may  be  re- 
plenished. Such  are  the  lessons  fur- 
nished by  experience.  How  has  Great 
Britain  become  the  first  commercial  and 
manufacturing  nation  in  the  world  ? 
By  her  superior  arts  and  industry  ? No 
— in  these  she  is  rivalled  by  her  great 
competitor.  Jiy  her  system  of  restric- 
tion and  /irotection.  By  those  regula- 
tions which  encourage  her  own  com- 
merce and  manufactures,  and  by  de- 
pressing those  orforcigii  nations.  What 
she  can  make  and  produce  herself,  she 
suffers  no  country  to  supply  her  with. 
By  these  means,  she  has  made  the  in- 
dustry of  all  nations  her  tributary,  and 
by  these  means  she  lias  monopolized 
the  commerce  and  manufactured  for 
the  world.  But  the  effect  of  our  own 
discriminating  duties  upon  foreign  ton- 
nage. and  that  protecting  system  wliith 
has  raised  the  fisheries  of  New  Eng- 
land from  insignificance,  to  be  the  first 
in  the  world, shew  sufficiently  the  effects 
produced  upon  the  industry  of  a nation 
by  this  system  of  restriction  and  pto- 
tertion — Admitting,  however,  that  a 
system  like  this,  may  operate  as  a tax 
upon  the  industry  of  one  part  of  the 
country,  at  the  expense  of  another,  it 
cannot  long  he  so — When  the  domes- 
tic manufacturer  shall  have  acquired 
experience,  and  his  laborers  arc  com- 
pletely instructed  in  their  business  ; 
and  w hen  by  industry  and  sqccess  he 
shall  have  acquired  capital  sufficient 

to  enable  him  lo  extend  his  business 

the  tiaiuial  effect  will  be  to  reduce  his 
prices  to  a very  moderate  profit  ; anti 


lower  often,  tlian  what  the  same  article 
could  be  afforded  for  from  abroad. 

Hut  would  not  good  policy  dictate, 
that  tlic  United  States  should  meet 
restriction  by  restriction,  and  contend 
in  this  way  against  all  nations  who  w ish 
to  make  our  labor  and  industry  tribu- 
tary to  tlic  ni  ? Shall  we  not  be  blind  to 
our  own  interest  if  we  omit  doing  so  ? 
Repeatedly  have  our  public  characters 
declared  that  manufactures  should  be 
encouraged  ; and  praised  have  these 
citizens  often  been,  who  have  establish- 
ed ilieni. — But  they  must  have  some- 
thing more  substantial  to  support  them, 
than  praise.  If  foreign  governn-ents 
can  prevent  them  (as  we  have  shewn 
they  can,  and  piobably  will  do)  Irom 
being  productive  to  llie  p’.opi’ietors, 
experience  will  shew  the  mamifactur- 
er  that  his  money  lias  been  expended 
in  Vain  ; and  ill  success  will  deter  o- 
thers  from  the  same  pursuit.  This 
latter  considcraliiiii,  we  hope  will  have 
its  d'le  weiglit  with  congress,  especi- 
ally when  the  circumstances  are  recnl- 
Iccied,  under  which  our  most  consider- 
able manufactories  wn  e established — 
The  non-importation  act,  but  particu- 
larly the  embargo  act,  by  interrupting 
the  trade  to  Europe,  created  a demand 
for  articles  which  could  not  be  obtained 
from  abroad,  and  to  supply  which,  ma- 
ny workshops  were  erected.  Out  of 
one  establishment  arose  another.  II 
congress  are  disposed  to  encourage 
them,  now  is  the  time. — A moment  so 
favorable  to  do  so,  may  not  occur  for 
years  ; since  many  citizens  are  dis- 
posed to  engage  in  the-n,  if  those 
which  are  erected  prove  successful — 
Success  crowns  every  step  wi.h  popu- 
larity, and  produces'  imitators  and  lol- 
lowers  ; whereas,  misfortune  has  a ci-n- 
trary  effect.  Damped  would  this  spi- 
rit be,  il  the  expected  settlement  of  our 
difi'erenres With  foreign  nations,  w eu  to 
occasion  such  an  influx  of  foi  rign  com- 
modities as  to  un.'lcrsell  our  manufac- 
turers. Then  thoee  buildings,  work- 
shops anti  warehouses,  upon  which  so 
much  labor  and  money  has  been  ex- 
pended, would  go  waste,  and  their  pro- 
prietors with  the  loss  of  purse,  would 
have  the  additional  tnortificalion  of  be- 
ing considered  merely  as  |)rojeclois. 
. But  should  our  disputes  with  foreign 
nations  end  in  war — and  at  this  moment, 
w hen  new  codes  of  maratime  law  are 
hourly  proclaimed,  and  the  peaceful 
pursuits  of  all  iietitral  nations  are  imer- 
riipted  by  the  grc’«t  belligerent  powers 
of  Europe  ; — when  old  states  are  daily 
overttiriied,  at.d  new  kingdoms  are  as 
often  ere.  ted  ; we  cannot  calculate  up 
on  preserving  peace  for  a mome..t  — 
would  not  a congressional  act  for  the 
permanent  support  of  the  mechanics  8c 
manufacturers  of  the  country  much  en- 
courage those  citizens  who  are  disposed 
to  devote  their  capital  to  those  pursuits, 
& as  much  assist  our  government  in  the 
vigorous  prosecution  of  war?  You  have 
made  provision  for  the  permanent  sup- 
port of  a navy  ; -and  in  any  war  in  w hich 
you  might  engage,  this  must  be  used 
as  a great  means  to  annoy  an  enemy. 
Your  navy,  as  vvcil  as  the  sliipping  of 
the  United  Slates,  have  heretofore  de- 
pendcil  tipon  foreigners  for  the  supplj 
of  cofilage  and  sail  rloili.  You  must 
have  cloathing  also  for  tbe  navy  and  ar- 
my, and  depend  upon  llie  inlertial  re- 
sources of  tlie  country  for  the  supply 
of  those  arti'les.  'I  hc  people  must 
likewise  depend  upon  the  honic-mar. 
ket  for  the  supply  and  sale  of  every 
thing. 

'I'be  mechanic  and  manufacturer, 
with  the  protection  which  congress 
could  jirom'sc,  would  work  with  spirit, 
confidcraly  expecting  a constant  remu- 
neration lor  their  labor.  • A'r'hetlicr. 
however,  this  protection  should  be  af- 
forded by  bounties,  or  by  prohibito- 
ry, or  protecting  duties  upon  all  arti- 
cles which  the  country  can  produce,  ot 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  loans,  t.s  iccnm- 
mended  by  the  present  secretary  of  the 
treasury;  the  subscribers  will  not 
presume  to  |>oint  out.  VVe  will,  now 
ever  slate,  lb.it  as  capital  is  much  want- 
ed by  mechanics  and  niamifactrrei s i 
combination  of  those  means,  might  bt 
attended  with  salutary  effects. 

As  citizens  of  the  state  of  kentin  kv 
permit  us  to  add  a few  consideraiioijs, 
arising  out  of  the  local  situation  of  om 
country.  Kentucky  is  rlcli  in  soil,  bin 
remotely  situated  from  the  se.''s  o 
coinnieice.  Her  proximity  lo  Indian; 
and  Ohio,  subjects  her  to  contiiuia 
drains  of  treasure  for  the  purchase  p‘. 
Uniltd  States’  lands.  I%(^c  sums  of 
motley  are  annually  sent  for  foreign 
productions;  and  the  mercliaius  of  the 
U States,  who  are  the  veal  collectors  of 
the  revenue,  pay  our  duties  to  the  trea- 
sury. Protected  us  we  arc  by  the  strong 
arm  of,  and  attached  to,  the  union,  with 
this  arrangemciit  we  are  satisfied.  But 
wiiieii  the  fisheries  of  New  England  art 
not  only  protected  by  duties,  but  en- 
couraged by  bounties— when  eempara- 
tively  speaking  no  public  monies  ate 
expended  here,  but  ail  at  W ashiiigioii 
and  on  the  sea  board,  for  the  support  of 
government  and  the  protection  of  a com- 
merce, ill  w hich  from  our  local  and  in- 
sular situation,  we  cannot  participate — 
we  think  we  have  a rightful  and  just 
cbvim  to  some  indemnification;  and 
this  can  only  be  given  to  us  by  encour- 
aging and  protecting  our  internal  in- 
dustry. 

Wherefore  we  pray  that  Congress 


V ill  take  this  subject  into  consideration 
and  as  in  duty  hound  we  shall  ever  pray, 
Kc.

Mr,  Rofs  as  couiifel  for  the  defendant, 
conteiilled,  that  as  his  full  wife  was  liv- 
ing at  the  time  he  married  the  second, 
the  fecond  marriage  was  void,  abinhio, 
and  therefore  the  defendant  was  a single 
man  after  the  death  of  liis  hrfl  wife,  he 
married  Sarah  Rollins,  and  of  courfe  his 
marriage  with  her  was  a lawful  one.  The 
Kecortier  laid  down  the  fame  doctrine  in 
his  charge  to  the  jury,  and  told  them  if
